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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Several important projects have been undertaken and com- 
pleted this year. a 

Among these was the work on the dam in Smithville (see 
Article 17 of last year’s warrant). 

In addition, a new bridge was constructed on Taylor Road, 
replacing the condemned existing hazard. 

With the continued efforts of the same civic-minded group 
which succeeded in keeping our Post Office in Town last year, 
this past summer we were able to regain our rural route. ~~ 

Another necessary improvement (see Article 16 in 1964 
report.) was carried out when, with the cooperation of the Trustees 
of the New Ipswich Library, a much-needed supply of good water 
was permanently piped into the Town Office. 

Also, we have been continuing the yearly program of street- 
marking begun in 1962. Signs have been ordered, but, due to 
late delivery, have not yet been erected. 

River Road has finally been completed, this having been made 
possible by obtaining two years’ TRA money. This work was 
done with a substantial saving from the original estimate due to 
financial research by last year’s Chairman Arthur L. Whitney. 

Last but not least, long over-due heat has been installed in 
the Town garage on a 50-50 basis with the Electric Light Depart- 
ment. By transferring unexpended funds from Summer Main- 
tenance to Town Buildings, we were able to raise the Town’s 
share. We felt that this transaction was more then justified in 
order to protect the Town’s expensive machinery which is hy- 
draulically operated. 

We wish to thank everyone of our Departments for the co- 
operation given us. Also, many thanks to the Taxpayers for their 
consideration and understanding of the problems confronting us

ROAD AGENT'S REPORT 


I am submitting the following report to the Selectmen and 
to the people of New Ipswich. 

A two-year’s appropriation for TRA was voted through Article 
8 in 1965 and was applied on River Road which is finished. 
In this year’s warrant, Article 9 will take care of the TRA money 
borrowed and spent. The $901.95 is the Town’s share of the 
$6,013.02 which the State will contribute. Below is a detailed 
report of disbursements from the State to various individuals for 
equipment used on TRA:

Culvert work was done near the Apostolic Lutheran Church 
due to the extension of their parking lot. 

Graveling was done on North and Wilson Hill roads. 

We have enlarged the area which was given to the Town by 
Mr. Philip Thayer near the Town garage in order to store equip- 
ment and sand. 

Because of a new residence, 1100 feet of road had to be 
opened off from Turnpike road at Sodano’s corner. 

The bridge on Taylor road had to be reconstructed because 
of the unsafe condition. 

No contractor would take the bid for the dam in the center 
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of Smithville and the Selectmen felt that the Highway Depart- 
ment could handle the project and stay within the budget thus 
saving the Town money. 

After meeting with the Selectmen we discussed the possibility 
of continuing the use of salt on Town roads which has proven 
effective under certain conditions. The saving is also consider- 
able. 

The winter maintenance budget is considerably more this 
year due to the inclement weather and to the increase of the 
number ahd size of parking lots. So far the winter maintenance 
has exceeded last year’s disbursement to this same date. In 1967 
we hope to be back to our normal budget.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the thousands of 
vacationists that visit us every year love the State for the varie- 
gated woodlands that encircle our clean lakes and clothe the 
hills and mountains. Most of us appreciate these values, but 
still there were enough careless people among us to cause over 880 
grass and woodland fires to start in 1965. ‘True this was a much 
drier than normal year, but this should have meant the use of 
extra care. Fortunately the fire fighting forces have held the line 
against such careless acts. It is up to each one of us to be ever 
mindful that a spark or flame is a potential fire. 

We must all be careful: 

1. To teach our children the danger in lighting matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car 
or while walking through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish, preferably at the town 
dump. If you must burn rubbish or brush: 

a. Always get a permit to burn from the warden. 

b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 p. m. 

c. If burning a field or brush have equipment and ade- 
quate help on hand. The heat from your fire creates 
its own draft to spread the fire. 

Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and Towns 
thousands of wasted dollars in suppression and hundreds of 
acres of destroyed woodlands.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In addition to the regular maintenance of our lines, an ex- 
tension to the lines was constructed on the Turnpike Road to the 
property of Paul Krook. 

The old pick-up truck had deteriorated so badly, although 
repairs had been made on it a year ago, that it would not pass 
the State inspection requirements without additional expensive 
repairs. We decided to trade it in for a newer model truck of the 
same capacity which we were able to locate at a nearby dealer. 

A quantity of used street lighting units were purchased at a 
very low price. These units will be used to replace the broken 
and obsolete units throughout the town. A series of these units 
were placed on the back road to Greenville. 

Additional mercury vapor lamps will be installed in the most 
beneficial areas and in sections where eventually the lighting will 
be completed with this type of lamps. The number of installa- 
tions will be determined in our future budgets. 

The Public Service Company made an increase in their rates 
and dropped the fuel charge. It turned out to be an increase and 
a reduction at the same time. The increase amounted to the 
equivalent of the fuel charge. In actuality the cost of electricity 
remains the same as before only our billing is changed. 

In case of emergency power failure the number to dial is 
878-1611. This is the only number to remember. This service 
will contact our Superintendent and relay the message to our line 
trucks when they are out on call. ) 

Residents’ meter reading and billing will be on a bi-monthly 
basis starting April, 1966. When bills are rendered bi-monthly, 
the charge for the initial block and the number of kilowatt hours 
shall be divided by two. Bills are payable on a net basis upon 
presentation. Commercial and industrial meter reading and bill- 
ing will be rendered monthly as before.

SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


Education 

As a result of the special School District meeting on January 
13, 1966 when it was voted to accept and expend Title II monies, 
a remedial reading program has been made possible for Central 
School. The remedial reading teacher will be at the school during 
the morning session of each school day and will be working with 
small groups of children from each grade. This program is on a 
test basis for this year and will be thoroughly evaluated by the 
School Board before it is continued another year. We also feel 
that the New Ipswich School District should not become de- 
pendent on Federal monies to implement any phase of its educa- 
tion program. 

There has been one teacher replacement; we now have a 
good male teacher at Central School. 

The School Board will continue to meet with the teachers as 
often as necessary to discuss mutual problems. We trust that 
this will result in a greater interest to all those who play such an 
important part in the education of our children. 

The budget for this year does not include a salary for a 
physical education teacher. This is not because the Board does 
not approve of the physical education program, but because the 
proper facilities are not available to enable the school to effectively 
utilize such a program. Until such facilities are made available 
physical education will be limited to classroom exercises and play- 
eround periods. 

Provision for an additional teacher has been made in the 
budget, if such a teacher is necessary next year. 

The Board is not in complete agreement with Mr. Sargent’s 
views regarding a full time principal as yet. Although the time 
is fast approaching when a part time principal will be desirable. 
Building 

Provision for an additional room has been made, if such is 
needed next year, and funds allotted for same in the budget. 
Both this room, and the one equipped in the basement last year, 
are strictly emergency measures and are not meant to relieve the 
crowded conditions on a permanent basis. 

Due to various problems with the rental of school facilities 
and equipment, a change of regulations was effected. 
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A new job description for the post of janitor was formulated, 
and a new janitor hired. 

Extensive plumbing repairs must be made; also a new lavatory 
is needed. 

Nylon carpeting of commercial quality has been put down 
in part of the hallway. This was done to reduce the amount of 
sand tracked through the back part of the building and into the 
classrooms. This type of floor covering requires a minimum of 
maintenance and upkeep. If it proves adequate in doing the job 
required, it will be considered for the remainder of the hallway. 

There is an extensive repair job to be done on the roof 
which leaks badly in several places. 


Grounds 

At the front door approach, the steps and part of the walk 
were resurfaced to meet the requirements of the insurance com- 
pany. An area along the northwest side of the building was 
hot-topped to prevent water seeping into the basement. 

The merry-go-round in the younger children’s play area was 
removed. 


Cooperative Study 

Last year at the regular District meeting, it was voted that we 
join in a study of a cooperative effort with six other towns. The 
results of this study have been published, and a hearing was held 
at the Appleton Academy. This hearing and the other hearings 
held in the participating towns have been directly responsible for 
the changes in the articles of agreement. These changes reflect 
the wishes of the people in matters which are of concern to all 
who are interested in the education of their children. 

At a special School District meeting to be held on March 5th 
at Appleton Academy, the district will vote by ballot as to 
whether or not to accept the Articles of Agreement and so join 
the cooperative. This vote will have nothing to do with the build- 
ing per se, or the amount of money involved. If the town votes 
to join the cooperative, further meeting will be necessary to raise 
funds, etc.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and citizens of New Ipswich, I respect- 
fully submit my eighth annual report as your superintendent of 
schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

The school opened this fall with one change in staff. Mr. 
Lon Woods of Southington, Ohio, a recent graduate from Eastern 
Nazarene College, was hired to replace Mrs. Lillian Maynard, 
a teacher in the school for many years. In addition, Mr. Uuno 
Kesti was hired as the school custodian. 

The educational problems of New Ipswich at the elementary 
level at least, hinge around the problem of numbers. This year 
projected enrollments proved to be correct, but limitations of 
space still required the instruction of thirty-six children in the 
fifth grade in one room. This was the class to be handled by 
Mr. Woods and it probably was not a fair burden for him to 
assume in view of his inexperience. However, in spite of the 
situation, a good job has been done and steady improvement has 
taken place. 

With the exodus of twenty-six sixth graders this year and ex- 
pected enrollment of forty-one first graders in the coming year, 
space problems again will be quite critical and require action with- 
in the upcoming school budget. The school is providing an excel- 
lent program of fundamental education for all of the children. 
With the initiation of one additional class in the coming school 
year, it will be possible to have multiple grade situations to take 
care of the most advanced students from grades one through six. 

With the addition of one additional teacher to the staff, plus 
the hiring of a remedial reading teacher, much thought should 
be given to hiring a full time Principal of the school. Under the 
present conditions the Principal is hard pressed to keep in touch 
with all things going on at the school. As more growth takes 
place, more interruptions of classwork are required, all of which 
tends to reduce teaching effectiveness. A full time Principal 
could stay on top of problems before they develop and thus avoid 
many needless difficulties. Serious attention must be given to 
this need if the school is to grow educationally with its size. 
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Building and Grounds 


The School Board plans for handling the increased enrollment 
calls for the construction of a classroom in the southeast corner 
of the cafeteria. This will provide a classroom of satsifactory 
size and fairly good quality without adding on to the building 
but this must be distinctly considered as a temporary solution 
since supporting facilities have not been expanded to handle 
the increased enrollment. Toilet and washing facilities are 
severely limited and help to create many problems of control 
and discipline within the school. Providing additional space 
within the building solves the classroom problem but not such 
incidental problems. Projected enrollments indicate that this 
temporary arrangement will only provide relief until 1968-69 
by which time further classroom space must be made available. 


Within the present budget under “Maintenance” additional 
funds have been provided to resurface the roof and replace 
deteriorated pipes. Patchwork repairs of the roof have not solved 
the leakage problem. A major roof job is required. Much of 
the piping within the school has corroded to the point where 
pipes are leaking, and it will be necessary for these to be replaced 
to prevent a serious water problem that could develop at any 
time. It has been extremely difficult to estimate an amount to 
allow for this kind of repair since the repairing of one leak might 
well expose another. Practically all of the increase in “Mainten- 
ance” $2,200., is to take care of these repairs. 

The new classroom which was constructed downstairs last year 
needs an additional bank of lights along the section that used to be 
the stage, and this has been provided for under $1266 in the 
budget. 

As the school enrollment continues to grow, many incidental 
space problems become more and more acute. Reference has 
already been made to a need for additional toilet and washing 
facilities. Another area that is causing more and more concern 
is playground space. As the enrollment increases, the same space 
has to bear additional traffic, making it almost impossible for 
any grass to grow which, in turn, results in excessive amounts 
of mud and debris being carried into the school on shoes and 
boots. This kind of activity, if allowed to continue, makes the 
cleaning task almost impossible and rapidly deteriorates floors. 
As an emergency measure, the Board is contemplating the use 
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of some kind of rug or matting material to try to trap this dirt 
before it works its way through the entire building. 


Finance 

There are several areas of increase in the budget. Provision 
for one additional full time teacher in the coming school year 
will be necessary to handle the added class. An additional in- 
creases found under 210 “Salaries” in the budget to provide for 
the utilization of Title I funds that might be available during 
the coming year, namely, $3,000. This item also appears as a 
receipt item, causing no change in the net assessment. Under 
the 700 series, “Maintenance of School Plant”, an increase of 
approximately $2,200. has been provided to take care of the 
repairs previously noted. In the 1200 series “Capital Outlay,” 
a $2,200. increase is shown to take care of the construction of 
an additional classroom in the cafeteria area. Due to the fact 
that Appleton Academy contemplates holding its tuition figure 
at this year’s charge, and there is a reduction in the high school 
enrollment, the high school tuition contract is reduced by about 
$4,300. The junior high school contract is slightly less than 
that budgeted for this year since it is expected that one less pupil 
will attend and the cost per pupil has also been held at $475. 
This means Tuition is down about $4,800. 

On the income side of the ledger, a marked increase in Founda- 
tion Aid is anticipated. Very conservative estimates of this figure 
show it to be in the vicinity of $30,000. This increase in income 
is primarily responsible for the net income increase of about 
$3,500. 

Since last year’s total appropriation had to include not only 
the regular budget, but also the additional amount voted at the 
special school district meeting, the total appropriation for the 
coming year is actually about $2,600. less than that appropri- 
ated for the current year. This,when combined with the increase 
in income noted above, results in a net assessment which is almost 
$11,000. less than that necessary during the present year. 


Special Articles 

Since the Cooperative Planning Board desires to have all school 
districts vote on the Cooperative School Plan on the same date . . 
a meeting, special or annual, should be held on Saturday, March 
5. It has been discovered that by vote of the school district in 
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1962, the annual school district meeting must be held on the 
first Wednesday after the second Tuesday in March. From the 
Cooperative School point of view, to vote on Cooperation on this 
date would be a distinct disadvantage. Therefore, the School 
Board is holding a special school district meeting on Saturday, 
March 5 to act on the Cooperative School matter. This means 
that the only articles to be acted on at the annual school district 
meeting will be those making contractual arrangements with 
Appleton Academy. 


Federal Aid 

This is the first year that Federal aid became available to the 
schools under the Elementary - Secondary Education Act of 
1965. During the present year Title I money will be used to 
provide reading services for children in need of this kind of help, 
and also to provide an instructional program in reading for 
teachers at Appleton Academy. The acceptance of this money 
was approved by a special school district meeting held in January. 
It is expected that in the coming year a similar amount of money 
will be available for further projects, or continuing projects, and 
for this reason $3,000. has been provided in the budget. In 
addition to Title I money, Title II under this same Act is available 
to the Supervisory Union. The purpose of these funds is to provide 
library material for all youngsters within the Supervisory Union 
area. These library books would be circulated among the schools 
as requests and needs develop on the part of the teachers. It is 
expected that during the coming year a similar amount of money 
will be made available for the continuance of this kind of library 
project. 


Cooperative School Study 

A decision relative to participation in a Cooperative School is 
being asked for in the Warrants of all towns involved in the 
Study. In New Ipswich, this will be asked for at a special school 
district meeting. Hearings have been held in all of the towns 
and other meetings also have been held, or will be held, in each 
of the communities to thoroughly familiarize all the citizens with 
the advantages and disadvantages of the Cooperative arrange- 
ment. Cooperation is not a one way street. The general feeling 
is that the advantages in being a part of a large cooperative district 
far outweigh the disadvantages which are part and parcel of such 
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an arrangement. National statistics have shown that large school 
systems can meet the needs of all of the children, college and 
non-college, far more satisfactorily than any small school, other 
factors being equal. The undersigned’s full report relative to 
this matter is found in the Cooperative School brochure published 
to inform citizens about the Cooperative Plan. It would redund- 
ant to say much more about the Cooperative Plan. It is hoped, 
however, that a far sighted point of view be taken by the citizens. 
The long range twenty, thirty, or fifty year educational advantages 
of such a cooperative arrangement are the things that should 
be very thoughtfully considered. At a recent hearing in New 
Ipswich, full discussion was given to the financial matters of 
the Cooperative Plan for building and operation. It is hoped 
that a similar careful evaluation is given to any alternate arrange- 
ments. If this is done, it is felt that the Cooperative Plan will 
prove its advantages. New Ipswich and other towns are at the 
crossroad and must now move in the direction that will properly 
provide for sound education for all, now and in the years ahead. 
Whatever action is taken by the citizens, it is hoped that all facts 
are unemotionally considered and evaluated in terms of long 
range educational goals for all. 


Conclusion 

An excellent educational program is being offered in the 
Central School. The staff is conscientious, hard working and 
professional in all respects. Their dedication to their work is 
a constant source of pleasure to me and many appreciative parents. 
Active interest and support by Board members, parents and towns- 
people has helped to make this good school even better.
